Sir  and  Gentlemen, 

1  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  1925. 


Midgley  is  a  village  beautifully  situated  on  the  hill  side,  having 
an  area  of  2110  acres,  being  more  of  a  Rural  than  an  Urban  District. 
Its  highest  point  is  about  1200  feet  above  sea  level,  its  lowest  310 
above  sea  level.  The  inhabitants  belong  chiefly  to  the  working 
classes.  The  principal  industries  are  Woollen  Manufacturing, 
Ready-made  Clothing  and  Stone  Quarrying. 


The  amount  of  Poor  Law  Relief  is  below  the  average.  This 
is  due  to  the  careful  and  thrifty  habits  of  the  residents.  For  the 
year  1925  it  was  £T268  8s.  4d. 


The  1921  census  showed  the  district  to  have  a  population  of 
1975,  the  estimated  population  of  1925  is  1880. 
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Id  1921  the  number  of  houses  in  the  district  was  572  all  of 
which  were  inhabited.

Ambulance  Facilities. 

(a)  Infectious  cases  are  removed  by  an  Ambulance  from  the 
Halifax  Corporation. 

(b)  Non- Infectious  and  Accidental  cases  are,  as  a  rule,  removed 
by  an  Ambulance  from  Halifax  Corporation.  When  this  is  not 
available  the  Midgley  and  Luddenden  Foot  Joint  Ambulance  (horse 
drawn)  is  made  use  of. 

This  latter  method  is  not  encouraged  as  it  is  a  very  slow  method 
and  a  very  painful  method,  on  account  of  the  bad  condition  of  the 
roads  of  conveying  patients  to  Hospital.

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

Water  :^The  water  supply  is  derived  from  springs  and  wells 
arising  for  the  most  part  in  the  moors  above  Midgley.  In  the 
majority  of  cases  the  water  is  piped  from  the  cisterns  to  the  houses. 

The  daily  supply  in  your  district  obviously  depends  on  the  rain¬ 
fall.  The  present  system  is  far  from  perfect,  efforts  should  be  made 
to  provide  a  systematic  and  plentiful  water  supply.  There  has  been 
no  form  of  contamination  in  your  district  during  1925. 

Rivers  and  Streams : — There  has  been  no  pollution  of  rivers  or 
streams  in  your  area. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage — The  arrangements  in  your  district  are 
quite  adequate :  the  district  being  drained  and  sewered  to  the  Out¬ 
fall  Works  at  Luddenden  Foot. 

Closet  Accommodation — See  Table  C,  Page  11.  The  conver¬ 
sion  of  privies  into  water  closets  makes  little  headway.  There  being 
a  great  number  of  isolated  buildings  on  the  outskirts  being  far  dis¬ 
tant  from  a  sewer,  there  conversion  is  almost  impossible. 

Scavenging — This  is  done  for  the  most  part  by  the  Council. 
It  is  very  satisfactory.

Schools. 

There  are  3  in  your  district.  The  Sanitary  conditions  and 
water  supplies  are  good.  The  health  of  the  Scholars  is  generally 
good.  It  was  necessary  to  close  the  Midgley  Council  School  from 
July  6th  to  July  13th  for  Whooping. 

The  Schools  are  regularly  inspected  by  myself  and  your  Sanitary 
Inspector. 
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Housing. 

The  general  Housing  conditions  in  the  district  are  very  good. 
There  is  no  shortage  of  houses.  There  is  no  overcrowding,  and  the 
general  standard  of  houses  in  the  district  is  good.  The  water  supply, 
closet  accommodation,  and  refuse  disposal  are  very  good  for  an 
isolated  district.  There  are  seldom  any  complaints.  There  are  no 
unhealthy  areas.

Prevalence  of  and  Control  over  Infectious  Diseases. 

The  most  prevalent  of  the  Notifiable  Infectious  Diseases  since 
1920. 

1920—  Diphtheria,  4  cases. 

Scarlet  Fever,  1  case. 

1921 —  Mumps  was  very  prevalent  for  the  first  nine  months  of 
this  year,  and  towards  the  end  an  outbreak  of  Whooping  Cough 
took  place.  There  were  no  Deaths. 

1922 —  It  was  found  necessary  to  close  Midgley  Council  School 
in  June  of  this  year  owing  to  an  Epidemic  of  Measles.  There  was 
one  case  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified  in  the  3rd  quarter  of  this  year. 
Measles  were  still  prevalent  until  the  beginning  of  the  4th  quarter. 

1923 —  During  this  year  there  were  2  cases  of  Diphtheria  and  1 
case  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified. 

1924 —  During  1924,  in  the  1st  quarter,  one  case  of  Eucephalitis 
Lethargica  and  one  case  of  Enteric  Fever.  2nd  quarter,  one  case 
of  Pneumonia,  and  one  case  of  Enteric  Fever,  and  several  cases  of 
Chicken  Pox,  and  during  4th  quarter,  one  case  of  Pneumonia. 
There  were  no  deaths. 
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In  all  Epidemics  strict  measures  are  taken  for  Isolation  and 
spread  of  the  disease.  Parents  and  Guardians  are  instructed  as  to 
the  necessary  precautions  to  prevent  infectious  disease. 

As  Medical  Officer  of  Health  there  were  no  re-vaccinations 
performed  by  me. 


During  1925  there  were  only  4  primary  vaccinations  performed, 
this  is  only  one-seventh  of  the  children  born  in  the  district  during 


1925.
